Opinion; 

The  organic  quality  of  this  water  is  good  and  its  bacterological 
condition  is  very  satisfactory.  The  reaction  of  the  v/ater  is 
just  on  the  acid  side  of  neutrality,  and  its  free  carbonic  acid 
content  is  high.  This  water  might  be  found  to  have  some  slight 
corrosive  action  on  m.etals,  particularly  when  new.  A trace  of 
iron  was  present  in  the  saraple;  it  was  wholly  in  solution  and 
remained  so  on  standing.  The  total  hardness  of  the  v/ater 
approximates  to  23'^Clark  and  about  two-thirds  of  this  is  temporary 
In  our  opinion  this  v/ater  is  fit  for  driiiking  purposes,  and  is 
suitable  for  general  domestic  purposes,  subject  to  the  minor 
reservation  mentioned  above  regarding  its  carbonic  acid  content.

The  Sewage  Disposal  Works  are  situated  at  Olland  Plantation 
Hillside  Road,  Easto  Tv/o  Suh-stations , one  in  Boyscott  Lane, 
and  the  other  at  the  Falcon  Bridge,  operate  to  lift  sewage  from 
the  low  lying  areas  of  the  town  to  the  Disposal  works. 

The  majority  of  the  tom  is  adequately  sewered,  hut  there  are  a 
few  properties  not  so  provided  which  are  situated  in  isolated 
positions  on  the  outskirts  of  the  tovm,  or  are  at  levels  which 
do  not  permit  their  being  connected  to  the  mains.  Drainage  is 
only  partly  separate,  and  during  heavy  rainfall  many  of  the  foul 
sewers  were  loaded  beyond  their  capacity  and  particularly  so  at 
the  East  end  of  the  tov/n.  A major  scheme  to  instal  a 12”  relief 
sewer  was  completed  towards  the  end  of  the  year  to  remedy  drainage 
problems  which  frequently  occurred  between  Mile  End  and  Dukes 
Bridge,  this  new  drain  now  takes  the  entire  flow  from  the  Annis 
Kill  Estate  which  formerly  charged  into  the  Beccles  Road  Sewer 
main. 

The  Printing  works  have  been  most  co-operative  and  have  undertaken 
major  works  to  divert  surface  v/ater  into  surface  drains,  where 
formally  they  were  connected  to  the  sev/ers.  Steady  progress 
continues  to  be  maintained  in  reducing  the  quantity  of  rainymter 
which  enters  the  foul  sewers,  and  property  owners  have  on  the 
whole  been  most  co-operative . However  much  remains  to  be  done  in 
this  field,  but  a careful  vi^atch  on  future  building  development, 
and  tactful  persuasion  of  property  ov/ners  to  remove  surface  drains 
from  sev/ers  when  ever  drainage  work  is  undertaken,  should  in  time 
achieve  the  desired  conditions. 


Night  soil  is  collected  each  Wednesday  evening  from  9 dwellings, 
a reduction  of  4 over  the  previous  year.  Every  effort  will  be 
made  to  end  this  medieval  form  of  Sanitation,  and  v/here  possible 
property  owcuers  will  be  advised  regarding  the  installation  of 
septic  tanks.

One  attendant  is  eiipiloyed  full  time  at  the  Disposal  Works  and  he  is 
assisted  half  tirae  hy  the  Rodent  Operator.  A quantity  of  dried 
sludge  ¥/as  taken  during  the  year  for  use  at  a tree  nursery,  hut 
generally  the  disposal  of  the  valuable  fertilizer  presents  as  big 
a problem  as  ever.

Collection  is  carried  out  weekly  from  all  dv/ellings  within  the 
Urban  District,  with  the  exception  of  a few  isolated  properties  on 
the  Outskirts.  Refuse  is  also  collected  from  business  premises  each 
Saturday  morning.  Disposal  is  made  into  a tip  which  is  hired  from 
Loddon  Rural  District  Council,  and  v/hich  is  situated  in  Ditchingham, 
Tipping  is  controlled  and  adequate  coverage  is  given.  Refuse  collect- 
ion is  performed  by  two  men  full  time,  and  the  assistance  of  one 
extra  each  Saturday  morning. 


The  fulfilment  of  the  Councils  responsibility  under  this  Act  is 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector,  One  Rodent 
Operator  is  emploed  half  time.  Disinfestation  of  sewers  is  carried 
out  at  6 monthly  intervals  by  a reciprocal  assistance  arrangement 
between  myself  and  the  Public  Health  Inspector  for  the  Borough  of 
Beccles . 

Foul  sewers  were  treated  at  6 monthly  intervals,  and  the  general 
method  of  treatment  was  v;ith  the  use  of  "Yifarfarin”  to  v/hich  Para- 
tutro-phenol  was  added.  The  degree  of  rat  infestation  in  sewers 
generally  cent  inuoa  to  be  of  only  a very  minor  nature,  and  this 
happy  state  I submit  is  the  direct  result  of  continuous  periodical 
treatment  over  the  past  twelve  years.  Business  premises  have 
received  routine  inspections  for  evidence  of  rat  or  mice  infestation, 
and  private  dwellings  were  inspected  as  and  when  requested  by  either 
the  occupant  of  the  ov/ner.
